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REMARKS 

Claim.s 26-29 and 46 are pending in Uiis applic;\{ion. Claim 26 has been amended. Claim 
46 lias been added. No claims have been cancelled. 

No new matter lias been added by the amendme/it. Reconsideration of the claims is 
rcspcclfuUy requested. 

L Uoicdioits utider35 U>S.C, 102 

The Examiner has rejected claims 26 and 27 midcr 35 USC §102 as being anticipated by 

Mar/occhi ct a). (3,339,357) cited by applicant. This n;jcclion is respectfully traversed, 

h\ rejecting claims 26 and 27^ Iho Examiner states: 

See entire document: Lwisled strand 12 of continuous glass filaments 
untwisted to apply coating material such as nibher latex (liquid rubber) and then 
rctwisted; filaments coated with sizing material (primer) before initial twisting 
into strund 12. 

A prior art lofercnco anticipates the claimed invention under 35 U.S.C, § 102 only if cvciy 
clement of a claimed invention is identically showii in that single reference, arranged as they arc in 
llie chiiniii. In re Bond 910 R2d 831 , 832, 15 lJ.S.P.Q.?d 1S66, 1 567 (Fed. Cir. 1990), All 
limilations of the claimed invention must be considered when determining patentability, //* re 
Lowiy, 32 FJd 1579, 1582, 32 US.P.Q.2d 1031, 1034 (Fed. Cir. 1994). 

Mar/occht discloses a method of fonning a coaicd strand for use in textiles, specifically, 
coating glass filaments with rubber latex. However, Maraocchi does not teach the claimed 
invention for coating metal strands wilh liquid rubber for use in tires. 

Furlhej-morc, Marzocchi docs not teach the spccillc limitation of claim 26 of applying 
primer coatUig to the fiUunents of the metal strand before they arc coated with nibber as 
described in claim I. Marzocchi also docs not teach the limitation of claim 27, wherein a sccoml 
coaling of rubber is applied to the rc-twistcd metal strand as described in c1ain\ 1 . 

Thcrcforo, the rejection of claims 26 and 27 uiKlcr 35 USC §102 has been overcome. 
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11, Reicctioivs under 35 tr.S-C, 103 

Tlie Examiner has rejected claims 26-29 under ,15 USC § 103(a) as unpatentable over 
Baync ct al, (885,219), Tins rejcclioo Is respectfully tr;wersed, 

A prima facie c^ise of obviousnoss is established when the teachmgs of the prior art itself 
vsuggcst the claimed subject mailer to a person oroi^iimiy skill in the art. In re Bell, 991 F.2d 781 , 
783, 26U.S,P.Q,2d 1529, 1531 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Iw rcjecling tlie claims, the Exanilner stales: 

See entire document and especially Figuip 1: thread 1 untwisted into 
individual fibrous strands 2, strands coaled in ba(h 5 of coatnig material in the fonn 
of india [sic] nibber dissolved in a solvent (liquid rubber), tlien re-lwislcd into Uic 
thread and coated in a second balh 10 of (he coafing material in order to completely 
impregnate Ihe thread vnih the coaling material. The reference does not disclose 
whether ornot the fibrous strands arc strands of untwisted filaments, however such 
would have been obvious to ont? o f ordinary skil I in Ihc ait in oixlcr to obtain 
complete impregnation of the thread. As to claim 29, the nan-ow end of coating bath 
10 acts as an cxtmdcr; in any case, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in tlic art to use such a notoriously well known alternative coating technique as 
extrusion in the above method. 

Tlie invention taught in Baync comprises a fabric composed of fibrous strands grouped 
together to foiTn threads, wherein eacli dircad is coated with non-fibrous and flexible material, 
[lowevcr, Baync foils to disclose the claimed method in which the metal strand is coated with 
liquid rubber for use in tires. Furthermore, llicrc is no teaching anywhere in Baync that suggests 
the application of Baync's textile methods for use with metal strands in tires. 

Therefore, the rejection of claims 26-29 under 35 USC §103 has been overcome.
